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It  Pays  to  Plant  Maloney  Trees 

JUST  where  to  look  for  values  and  what  to  recognize  as  defects  are  the 
problems  that  confront  private  buyers  of  nursery  stock  every  season. 
Some  soils  are  better  adapted  than  others  to  the  production  of  good 
nursery  stock,  and  the  process  of  growing  fruit  trees  for  replanting 
is  not  a simple  one.  In  the  first  place  there  are  but  few  localities  in  the  U. 
S.  where  the  work  can  be  advantageously  done,  for  nursery  stock  requires 
the  best  possible  soil  and  the  land  used  for  this  purpose  is  held  at  a very 
high  premium  around  Dansville. 

As  to  the  best  stock  on  which  trees  should  be  grafted,  many  nurserymen  disagree. 
We  import  all  our  seedlings  on  which  different  varieties  are  budded  directly  from 
France  because  we  have  found  by  experience  that  the  elements  existing  in  the  U.  S. 
are  not  at  all  favorable  for  raising  seedlings  with  the  full  measure  of  success  re- 
quired. Around  January  1st,  when  these  seedlings  begin  to  arrive  from  France,, 
we  carefully  place  them  in  our  root  cellars,  and  throughout  the  Winter  see  that  they 
are  properly  trimmed  and  made  ready  for  planting  in  the  Spring. 

We  plant  them  on  the  upland  during  the  month  of  April,  and  all  through  the  sum- 
mer months  they  are  carefully  cultivated  and  hoed  weekly  until  early  Fall.  Bud- 
ding, which  is  scientific  work 'and  can  only  be  done  by  experts,  is  accomplished  in 
the  months  of  July  and  August.  In  fact  the  writer,  personally  cuts  the  scions  for 
budding  from  the  best  bearing  trees,  to  insure  its  growth  the  Maloney  way,  thus 
making  certain  of  our  patrons  getting  true  to  name  trees. 

The  buds  are  first  inserted  two  inches  above  the  collar  of  the  seedling  after  which 
they  are  carefully  tied  with  raffia.  Not  until  the  following  Spring  is  it  possible  to 
cut  off  the  seedling  just  above  the  bud,  as  the  root  has  only  the  bud  to  support. 
But  by  proper  cultivation  and  careful  hand  work,  it  is  possible  to  produce  a growth 
of  from  4 to  6 feet  the  first  year.  When  still  another  Spring  arrives,  we  head  these 
buds  to  a height  of  30  inches,  but  it  takes  skilled  labor  and  very  careful  handling 
to  produce  the  correct  development  of  these  heads. 

All  this  care  and  expense  would  avail  us  little  unless  our  stock  is  carefully  dug, 
and  so  important  do  we  consider  the  digging  that  we  use  steam  power  for  the  pur- 
pose which  is  the  only  system  that  insures  our  getting  all  the  roots  intact  for  not 
only  good  roots,  but  all  the  roots  are  necessary  for  the  proper  thriving  of  a tree. 

You  can  readily  see  that  to  grow  and  produce  A No.  1 stock  it  involves  many  de- 
tails which  must  have  the  individual  attention  of  one  heavily  interested. 

Few  planters  of  trees  realize  that  a tree  is  grown  in  the  nursery  for  three  years. 
Unless  trees  are  properly  cultivated  and  trained  you  do  not  get  satisfactory  results 
when  the  tree  is  planted  in  the  orchard  or  home  garden. 

We  trust  we  have  given  you  some  inside  information  which  will  aid  you  in  decid- 
ing where  to  buy  nursery  stock.

Not  enough  people  realize  the  great  importance  of  careful  packing.  Stock 
must  be  so  packed  that  it  will  arrive  at  destination  retaining  full  vitality  in 
order  to  insure  successful  planting. 

Shipments  Made  by  Express  are  put  up  in  bales  using  flagging  to  protect  the 
tops  and  dampened  excelsior  with  moss,  in,  among  and  around  the  roots — this 
is  held  securely  with  a heavy  paper  and  burlap. 

Freight  Shipments  are  put  up  in  carefully  built  boxes  lined  with  heavy  build- 
ing paper,  using  plenty  of  dampened  straw,  excelsior  and  moss — this  prevents 
drying  out  thereby  retaining  the  full  vitality  of  trees  and  plants. 

Parcel  Post  Packages  are  put  up  with  shingle  tow  and  moss  carefully  worked 
in  about  the  roots  and  wrapped  with  heavy  wrapping  paper. 

This  work  is  performed  by  experienced  men  who  have  worked  at  this  line 
for  a great  many  years.  Every  box,  bale  and  parcel  is  put  up  in  the  best  pains- 
taking manner,  hence  the  reason  why  Maloney  Trees  transplant  so  satis- 
factorily.

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What  the  Good  Root  System  Which 
Maloney  Has  Developed  Means  to  the  Planter 


ON  the  root  system  depends  entirely  the  future  growth  and 
development  of  the  tree.  In  fact  a tree  is  of  little  or  no 
value  unless  it  is  equipped  with  sufficient  roots.  It  is  re- 
grettable indeed  that  many  nurserymen  pay  so  little  attention  to 
this  most  important  feature  of  the  nursery  business. 

Trees  with  abundance  of  roots  start  quicker,  make  a faster  and 
more  vigorous  growth  and  require  about  one-half  the  care  of 
those  poorly  rooted.  Good  roots  aid  materially  in  bringing  the 
trees  into  fruiting  early  for  they  are  essential  in  quick  develop- 
ment. We  have  made  a scientific  study  of  the  character  of  the 
tree  and  use  only  the  very  best  French  grown  branched  rooted 
seedlings  on  which  to  propagate  and  especially  prepare  our  up- 
land for  the  reception  of  the  stock. 


The  roots  of  the  seedlings  are  carefully  pruned  be- 
fore they  are  replanted — this  produces  a heavy  vig- 
orous root  growth.  The  extra  care  given  the  seed- 
lings from  the  first,  results  in  the  well  branched 
heavy  root  systems  which  are  formed  the  next 
year  in  the  nursery  row. 

When  these  roots  are  produced,  they  must  not 
be  cut  off  and  left  in  the  ground,  therefore,  dig- 
ging is  of  vital  importance.  We  own  one  of  the 
three  steam  diggers  which  are  now  in  operation 
in  the  United  States.  This  system  of  digging 
is  acknowledged  by  practical  nurserymen  as 
being,  beyond  any  question  of  doubt,  the 
most  satisfactory  way  for  taking  up 
trees  and  insures  patrons  of  being  sup- 
plied with  stock  which  is  equipped 
with  a beautiful  fibrous  root  sys- 
tem. Such  a root  system  enables 
the  trees  or  plants  to  start  quick- 
ly and  insures  a vigorous  growth.

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Planting  and  Care 
of  Stock 

This  is  important — Read  it  carefully. 

Care  of  Stock  on  Arrival — All  stock  should  be  planted  imme- 
diately on  arrival;  but  if  not  convenient  to  do  so,  open  bundle 
and  heel  roots  in  the  ground,  covering  them  thoroughly. 

Plant  When  the  Soil  is  Reasonably  Dry — In  such  condition  as 
you  would  when  planting  corn  or  potatoes. 

Pruning — Roots  are  sometimes  bruised  in  digging.  For  best  re- 
sults it  is  imperative  that  you  trim  about  one-fifth  of  the  root, 
making  a nice  smooth  cut,  thus  removing  all  bruised  ends.  Cut 
back  one-half  of  the  limb  growth. 

Planting — Dig  the  holes  deep  enough  so  the  trees  will  be  set 
one  inch  deeper  than  they  were  in  the  nursery  row,  and  wide 
enough  to  admit  the  roots  of  the  trees  to  spread  out  in  their 
natural  position.  Having  dug  the  hole  as  directed,  let  one  person 
hold  the  tree  upright  and  the  other  shovel  in  the  earth;  fill  the 
hole  about  one-fourth  with  the  richest  dirt,  pack  it  solidly,  then 
put  in  one  pail  of  water,  now  fill  the  hole  two-thrds  with  dirt,  pack 
firmly,  then  fill  up  the  balance  of  the  hole  and  pack  well. 

Drainage.  Your  time  and  money  are  wasted  if  you  plant  on  un- 
drained soil.  All  hollows  should  be  avoided  when  selecting  posi- 
tions for  planting. 

Watering  Newly-Planted  Nursery  Stock.  A good  soaking  once 
or  twice  a week  if  the  ground  is  dry  should  be  resorted  to.  A 

mulch  of  long  manure,  grass  clippings  or  straw  helps  to  retain  this  moisture  and  should 
be  provided  if  possible. 
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Correct  Way  to  Prune  Trees 
for  Planting 


Labels.  Labels  should  be  removed.  The  wires  will  cut  and  damage  the  limbs. 

Cultivation.  Ten  days  after  the  tree  has  been  planted  work  around  it  to  keep  the 
loil  loose ; do  this  about  every  two  weeks  during  May,  June,  July  and  August. 

These  planting  directions  apply  to  all  kinds  of  nursery  stock.  When  planting  ever- 
greens, however,  prune  the  roots  only. 

Trimming  Shrubbery.  Newly  planted  shrubbery  should  be  cut  back  severely;  from 
one-third  to  one-half  of  the  top  should  be  removed.  If  the  planting  is  done  in  the 
Fall  it  is  usually  best  to  defer  this  trimming  until  early  the  following  Spring. 


Shrubs  that  bloom  before  the  middle  of  June 
should  be  trimmed  just  after  the  blooming  peri- 
od to  ensure  a profusion  of  bloom  the  following 
year.  Shrubs  like  Altheas  and  Hydrangeas 
which  bloom  later  should  be  pruned  in  the  Win- 
ter. Fading  flowers  and  forming  seed  vessels 
should,  where  practicable,  be  removed,  that 
the  strength  which  otherwise  would  go  into 
ripening  seeds  may  be  diverted  to  forming 
flower  buds  for  the  ensuing  year.  In  trimming 
shrubs  avoid  stiff  unnatural  results  and  cut  so 
the  plant  will  bear  long,  graceful  branches. 

Winter  Protection.  Most  of  US  have  some 
varieties  which  are  a little  delicate  or  which  have 
so  recently  been  transplanted  that  some  Winter 
protection  is  necessary.  A mulch  of  manure 
about  one  inch  deep,  spread  about  such  plants 
after  the  ground  becomes  frozen,  prevents  the 
alternate  freezing  and  thawing  which  is  dis- 
astrous. Leaves  are  valuable  for  mulching,  es- 
pecially for  the  perennial  beds.  They  may  be 
confined  by  branches  of  wire  netting. 

If  you  use  barnyard  fertilizer  for  mulching, 
allow  it  to  remain  until  about  the  10th  of  April, 
then  work  it  into  the  ground.

Cut  off  about  six  inches  of  the  limb  growth, 
prune  off  bruised  ends  of  roots,  if  any,  make 
a smooth  cut,  dig  hole  deep  enough  so  that

Shrubs  are  useful  in  bringing  out  the  full 
beauty  of  a house.  Splendid  effects  can  be 
had  by  planting  an  assortment  of  flowering 
shrubs  on  the  lawn,  not  at  all  difficult  to  ar- 
range them,  for  a group  planted  promiscuous- 
ly here  and  there  has  a splendid  effect.
